Increase In the capacity of

print shop, and doing of state print­ 
ing and bindery work there. 
Addition of needed equipm ent to 
shoe shop, so better work can be 
done. 
A unit of the prison tw ine plant 
would provide em ployment for 200 
inm ates, it is estim ated, and the pro­ 
fit would reduce the coat of opera­ 
tion of the reformatory. 
From 25 to 30 men would be kept 
busy all of the year in m aking auto 
license plates, Mr. Vasaly a ays, and 
he said would save the state consid­ 
erable money. 
He also points out 
that they would learn a skilled trade 
Including die making. 
The print shop could us© another 
type settin g machine, a press and 
more bindery machinery, and w ith 
that equipm ent would he able 
to 
handle a large uniount of state print­ 
ing at a saving In cost to the state, 
Vasaly declares. 
The shoe shop, he points out, lacks 
a sole sew ing machine, and all soles 
now have to be pegged.
